In all fields of effort, whether Intel­ 
lectual, moral or mechanical, as faculty 
grows, consciousness of Insufficiency 
grow's with it. The farther we get up 
the hill the more we see how- far it is 
to the horizon. 


The modern tendency toward com­ 
bination of capital in all lines of trade 
must be checked, and this can only be 
done by strict and effective statutes. 
That such laws will be evaded, as the 
anti-trust act of congress has been un­ 
til the present time, is to be expected. 
When laws which will stand the test of 
the courts are enacted the next duty 
will be to elect officers and judges who 
will enforce them. 


Street sweepings to the estimated 
amount of three million tons are col­ 
lected every year in the cities of tho 
United States, Most of this material 
is either used for “filling" or thrown 
away; but the department of agricul­ 
ture learns that in some places farm­ 
ers secure the sweepings for fertilizing 
purposes, and that the farmers In such 
cases, with few exceptions, report ex­ 
cellent results. Since the disposition 
of such refuse is sometimes a serious 
problem, the fact seems to be worth 
consideration on the part of town and 
country alike. One of our worst faults, 
as a people, is a persistent disregard 
of the truth that to prevent waste in 
all such ways is to increase wealth. 


Ten pulpits in Chicago aro without 
a pastor. Not ten little pulpits which 
overlook squalid alleys, or unpeopled 
suburbB, but ten great, big pulpits at 
which the wealth and power and cul­ 
ture of half the city is supposed to 
kneel. Why are they vacant? Are 
there no preachers? 
Has the mortal­ 
ity among the army chaplains absorb­ 
ed the surplus of devoted clergy? Or 
Is it impossible to find ministers who 
will take up the arduous duties of a 
city parish for the small reward of 
five or eight thousand dollars a year? 
Why must ten church organizations 
stand paralyzed and unused for an in­ 
definite period? Why must a million 
or two dollars invested In those ten 
cnurch properties lie idle, moth eaten, 
unemployed? Wo do not know, but 
we can guess. We guess that it is be­ 
cause ten preachers cannot be found 
who can please the ten varieties of 
taste which seeks to rule the average 
church parish. 
The time has come 
when spiritual gifts are of the least 
consideration in selecting a candidate 
for ministerial service. The questions 
asked are: 
Is he eloquent? Is he af­ 
fable? Is he liberal? Will he offend? 
Will he draw? Will he wear? How does 
he stand on the silver question? Would 
he in any way offend our bankers, etc., 
etc.? Oh, pity the poor preacher who 
must run the gauntlet of the congrega­ 
tional inquisition’ 


At a Wisconsin fair the superinten­ 
dent of.. the Farmers’ Institutes held 
three short institute sessions, taking 
the prize-winning animals as 
texts, 
and telling the reason which each 
"point" was a defect of merit. 
This 
was because the managers thought the 
farmers were after instruction as well 
as amusement, and would gladly listen 
to a man who could tell them how to 
Improve their stock. 
The experiment 
succeeded, and we commend it to other 
associations. It seems to fill a long- 
felt want that a horse-trot fails to sup­ 
ply.

States propi nos a mutual relinquish­ 
ment of all claims for Indemnity, na­ 
tional or personal, subsequent to the 
outbreak of tin* last Cuban Insurrec- 
ttIon. 
Nov. 28 is fixed as the date on 
which the* United States commission 
asks for a definite response t<► its prop­ 
ositions and all other subjects in issue 
here. 
It is also 
declared 
that the 
United States ele*sir«*s to treat on tho 
religious fre»e*elom of the* Caroline Is­ 
lands, as agreed between the United 
States and Spain in 1886, and also of 
the acquisition of one of the Caroline 
Islands for an American naval station, 
and of cable-landing rights at other 
places In Spanish jurisdiction and the 
revival of certain Spanlsh-American 
treaties. 
The meeting was then ael- 
jourued until Wednesday. 
The memorandum of the American 
commission embodying the above prop­ 
ositions is long and was not read in 
full. 
The 
vital 
portions, 
however, 
were communicated 
verbally 
to the 
Spanish commissioners in practically 
these terms: 
The fact was cited that the proposal 
presented by 
the American commis­ 
sioners having been rejected by the 
Spanish commissioners and the coun­ 
ter* proposal of the latter for tHe with­ 
drawal of the Americans from the Is­ 
lands and the payment of an Indem­ 
nity by the United 
States to Spain 
having been 
rejected by the United 
States commissioners, the latter deem­ 
ing it essential that the present nego­ 
tiations already greatly 
protracted, 
should 
be brought 
to an early anel 
definite 
conclusion, 
now 
begged to 
present a proposition 
embodying the 
concession 
which, for 
the 
sake of 
space, their government would, under 
the circumstances, be* willing to ten­ 
der. The government of the Unite*d 
States is unable to modify the proposal 
heretofore made* for the cession of the 
entire archipelago, but tiie* American 
commissioners are authorized to offer 
to Spain the sum of $20,900,000. It be­ 
ing the* policy of the United States to 
maintain in the Philippines an open 
door to 
the world’s 
commerce, the 
American commissioners are prepared 
to insert 
in tHe* treaty a stipulation 
that, for 
a term of 
years, Spanish 
ships anel 
merchandise shall 
bo nel- 
mitted into the Philippine ports on the 
same* terms as 
Ame*rican* ships and 
merchandise. 
The American commis­ 
sioners are also authorized to insert 
provision for the mutual 
relinquish­ 
ment of all claims for Indemnity, na­ 
tional and Individual, of every kind of 
the* United States against Spain, and 
of Spain against the United States, 
that may have risen since the begin­ 
ning of the late Cuban insurrection 
anel prior 
to the conclusion of 
the 
treaty of peace. 
The Spaniards doubtless do 
not 
know 
whether 
they will 
accept or 
reject the American terms. They are 
telegraphing the substance of the 
American memorandum to Madrid and 
they expect a reply at Wednesday’s 
meeting. 
Possibly they may conclude 
that because one money offer is made 
another and large*r offer will follow 
pressure on the American commission­ 
ers. But if this be their expectation It 
will not be realized.

Everything concurs to induce 
the belief that in ease of a call lor 
troops, they would be embarked from 
India, Canada doing her share in pro­ 
viding some of the transports and con­ 
verted cruisers.

Un­ 
less the information is wholly errone­ 
ous, the conditions are such that a year 
at le*ast of ceaseless effort would be 
required to lit out a Franco-Russian 
force for the Eastern seas adequate to 
cope with the British power already 
there or presently available.

Street sweepings to the estimated 
amount of three million tons are col­ 
lected every year In the cities of tho 
United States. Most of this material 
Is either used for “filling” or thrown 
away; but the department of agricul­ 
ture learns that in some places farm­ 
ers secure the sweepings for fertilizing 
purposes, and that the farmers in such 
cases, with few exceptions, report ex­ 
cellent results. Since the disposition 
of such refuse is sometimes a serious 
problem, the fact seems to be worth 
consideration on the part of town and 
country alike. One of our worst faults, 
as a people, is a persistent disregard 
of the truth that to prevent waste in 
all such ways is to increase wealth. 


Ten pulpits in Chicago are without 
a pastor. Not ten little pulpits which 
overlook squalid alleys, or unpeopled 
suburbs, but ten great, big pulpits at 
which the wealth and power and cul­ 
ture of half the city is supposed to 
kneel. Why are they vacant? Are 
there no preachers? 
Has the mortal­ 
ity among the army chaplains absorb­ 
ed the surplus of devoted clergy? Or 
is it impossible to find ministers who 
will take up the arduous duties of a 
city parish for the small reward of 
five or eight thousand dollars a year? 
Why must ten church organizations 
stand paralyzed and unused for an in­ 
definite period? Why must a million 
or two dollars invested in those ten 
cnurch properties lie idle, moth eaten, 
unemployed? Wo do not know, but 
we can guess. We guens that it is be­ 
cause ten preachers cannot be found 
who can please the ten varieties of 
taste which seeks to rule the average 
church parish. 
The time has come

commerce, the 
American commissioners are prepared 
to insert in the treaty a stipulation 
that, for 
a term of 
years, Spanish 
ships and 
merchandise shall be ad­ 
mitted into the Philippine ports on the 
same terms as 
American4 ships and 
merchandise. 
The American commis­ 
sioners are also authorized to insert 
provision for the mutual 
relinquish 
ment of all claims for indemnity, na 
tional and Individual, of every kiud of 
the United States against Spain, and 
of Spain against the United States, 
that may have risen since the begin 
ning of the late Cuban Insurrection 
and prior to the conclusion of the 
treaty of peace. 
The Spaniards doubtless do 
not 
know whether 
they will accept or 
reject the American terms. They are 
telegraphing the substance of the 
American memorandum to Madrid anc, 
they expect a reply at Wednesday’s 
meeting.

— Fears are 
entertained for the safety of settlers 
on and in the vicinity of the Cheyenne 
Indian reservation In Eastern Mon­ 
tana, where the situation is growing 
daily more serious. MaJ. McLaughlin,

ment, w'ho recently inspected the reser­ 
vation, decided to recommend the gov­ 
ernment purchase of the lands and 
rights of settlers on the reservation 
and vicinity for the use of the Indians, 
and has gone to Washington to report. 
The Cheyennes appear to believe that 
the sale has already been made and 
they demand that settlers remove their 
property aud vacate the reservation.

There are two types of tramps in 
Russia, and they m ay he classified as 
the authorized and the unauthorized, 
says the New York Commercial A d ­ 
vertiser. 
The flist are the so-called 
religious mendicants, who are protect­ 
ed by the church and tolerated by the 
police; the second are the common vag 
abonds. 
it is these last who consti­ 
tute, from the Russian point of view, 
the tramp problem. 
The religious beg­ 
gars 
are 
considered 
an 
inevitable 
church claas and are taken care of al­ 
most as conscientiously as the priests. 
The common tramps, 
on tho other 
hand, are looked upon as a very un­ 
necessary burden and ever since the 
conversion of Rusfiia to Christianity 
law s have been passed and institutions 
founded for their suppression and re­ 
form. 
It is estim ated that in European 
R ussia alone they number over 900, 
000, and in Siberia their class repre 
sents an even greater proportion of the 
population. 
Their national name among them ­ 
selves is “G orlouns” 
mourners, 
or 
victim s of grief. 
The word is an in­ 
vention of their own, but is suppost 1 
to come from the Russian word gore, 
m eaning sadness. 
In Russian proper 
they are called brodiagi. 
If you ask 
them why they do not work, and the 
great majority are perfectly able to do 
so, they reply in the forlornest voice 
mortal ever heard: 
“Master I am a 
Gorioun 
a victim of sorrow." 
They 
seem to have accepted the philosophy 
that a certain number of human beings 
are foreordained to a life of misery and 
•sadness, and they pose as members of 
this class. 
On m any of their passports 
I saw such expression as “Burned out,” 
“ Has lost all his relatives,” “ Has no 
home,” “W ill die soon,” “Is possessed 


genuine thing, and, had I wished to 
po#e as a Russian, could have bought 
one any day for 10 rubles. 
In looks and dress the “Gorioun” 
acts out to u nlor ty the story which his 
papers are suppcoed to 
substantiate. 
Never have I seen such sad faces as 
these men and women have when bag­ 
ging. 
At 
heart they are capable n,r 
considerable fun and 
bolsterousnc 
\ 
but they affect a look of despondem 
which many of them retain even win* i 
off duty. 
In other renpects they r 
Semitic very 
closely 
the 
ordinal y 
peasant or mujhlk. 
They 
till 
have 
an im m ense shock of hair, parted in 
the middle and chopped off roughly at 
the edges. 
The face is generally cov­ 
ered with n huge beard, which gives 
them a backswoodsmnn look not al 
ways Indicative of their character. 
In 
America, for instance, they would be 
taken by tramps for “hooHiera,” but, in 
their way. they are Just as clever and 
sharp as tho hobo w ho would laugh nt 
them. 
Indeed, I know' of no hobo who 
can equal them In facial trickery and 
pose, and wherever tills is the neces­ 
sary qualification for successful beg­ 
ging they are 
pacit 
masters. 
Their 
clothes a»e 
Invariably 
rough 
an 1 
patched, and if by som e chance they 
get a good suit it is pawned or sold Im 
mediately. 
T he usual peasant shirt or 
blouse takes the place of u coat, and 
tho trousers are tucked into tin* hoots 
also in peasant, 
fashion.

hangs at the belt, and a bundle, con­ 
taining all tlodr possessions, is slung 
over the shoulder. 
Thus they tramp 
about the country from village to vil­ 
lage, year In and year out., and are al­ 
ways dist inguishahie from the fact, that 
on meeting a Goapodinn, or any one 
else of whom they can beg, off como 
their greasy caps, down go their great 
shocky heads, and they say: 
“ Uadi 
Krista.” 
W hen tramping on the highw ay they 
average about fifteen m iles a day, hut 
a great many never m a k e over five.

QUAY IS INDICTED. 


There are two types of tram ps in 
Russia, and they may be classified as 
the authorized and the unauthorized, 
says the New York Commercial A d­ 
vertiser. 
The first are the so-called 
religious mendicants, who are protect­ 
ed by the church and tolerated by the 
police; the second are the common vag­ 
abonds. 
It Is these last who consti­ 
tute, from the Russian point of view, 
the tram p problem. The religious beg­ 
gars 
are 
considered 
an 
inevitable 
church claes and are taken care of al­ 
most as conscientiously as the priests. 
The common tramps, 
on the other 
hand, are looked upon as a very un­ 
necessary burden and ever since the 
conversion of Russia to Christianity 
laws have been passed and institutions 
founded for their suppression and re­ 
form. 
It is estimated that in European 
Russia alone they number over 900,- 
000, and in Siberia their claes repre­ 
sents an even greater proportion of tho 
population. 
Their national name among them ­ 
selves Is “Goriouns”—mourners, 
or 
victim s of grief. Tho word Is an in­ 
vention of their own, but is supposed 
to come from the Russian word gore, 
m eaning sadness. 
In Russian proper 
they are called brodlagi. 
If you ask 
them why they do not work, and the 
great m ajority are perfectly able to do 
so, they reply in the forlornest voice 
m ortal ever heard; 
“Master I am a 
Gorloun—a victim of sorrow.” 
They 
seem to have accepted the philosophy 
th at a certain num ber of human beings 
are foreordained to a life of misery and 
madness, and they pose as members of 
this class. 
On many of their passports 
I saw such expression as “Burned out,” 
“Has lost all his relatives,” “Has no 
home,” “W ill die soon,” "Is possessed 


genuine thing, and, had I wished to 
poco as a Russian, could have bought 
one any day for IO rubles. 
In looks and dress the “Gorloun” 
acts out to a nicety the story which his 
papers are suppnaed to 
substantiate. 
Never havo I seen such HHd faces as 
these men and women have when beg­ 
ging. 
At heart they are capable of 
considerable fun and 
boisterous!!^». 
but they affect a look of despondency, 
which ninny of them retain even win4 1 
off duty. 
In other respects they re­ 
semble very 
closely 
the 
ordinary 
peasant or mujhik. 
They 
all 
have 
an Immense shock of hair, parted In 
the middle and chopped off roughly at 
the edges. The face is generally cov­ 
ered with a huge beard, which gives 
them a backswoodsmnn look not al­ 
ways indicative of their character. In 
America, for instance, they would be 
taken by tram ps for "hoosiers,” but, in 
their way, they are Just as clever and 
sharp as the hobo who would laugh at 
them. Indeed, I know of no hobo who 
can equal them in facial trickery and 
pose, and wherever this is the neces­ 
sary qualification for successful beg­ 
ging they are 
peat 
masters. 
Their 
clothes ase 
invariably 
rough 
and 
batched, and if by some chance they 
get a good suit It is pawned or sold Im­ 
mediately. The usual peasant shirt or 
blouse takes the place of a coat, and 
the trousers are tucked Into the boots 
also in peasant 
fashion. 
A 
teapot 
hangs at the belt, and a bundle, con­ 
taining all their possessions, is slung 
over the shoulder. 
Thus they tram p 
about the country from village to vil 
lage, year in and year out, and are al­ 
ways distinguishable from tho fact th at 
on meeting a Goepodinn, or any one 
els© of whom they can beg, off come 
their greasy caps, down go their great 
shocky heads, and they say: “ Radi 
K rista.” 
W hen tram ping on tho highway they 
average about fifteen miles a day, but 
a great many never make over five. 
One old man on the “Kursk road,” be­ 
tween Tula and Orel, told me th at he 
was satisfied if ho covered three versts 
a day—a veret is two-thirds of a mile 
and he expected th at it would take him 
the entire autum n and part of the win-

MAYOR KOOP’S MESSAGE. 


/

e m b e r s o f t h e City C m n o i l : 


G entlemen: 
In presenting to your honorable 
body this, my lir^t communication, 
allow me to call your attention to a 
few important matters which i deem 
it necessary to at once lay before you 
for your earnest consideration and 
hope you may with the assist mice of 
private citizens and tax payers find 
way8 HMd means to take up a matter 
which is of the first importance to ail 
of our citizens cpnc rnmg, as u does, 
the means of communication between 
the two principal territorial divisions 
of the city, 1 refer the construction of 
a bridge across the ravine to replace 
the structure destroyed by last sum­ 
mer’s wind storm or cyclone. 
The 
business interests of both sides of lie* 
ravine are suffering because of the 
lack of a ready means for crossing tit 
the point in question and there seems 
to be no substitute that will meet the 
demaud for a bridge of either steel 
or wood. 
The practical difficulty in meeting 
the situation is fouud in that section 
of our charter which prohibits the 
contracting of any debt or obligation 
without the means at hand to liquidate 
il. 
Contractorshestitateto undertake 
the work because of the danger that 
the work will be stopped by proceed­ 
ings in court and a heavy loss fall up­ 
on them m consequence thereof. 
I 
have given this matter much careful 
thought and have taken tint views of 
many of our citizens upon it. 
Many 
plans have been suggested but none 
of them can bo said to be free from an 
element of risk to some out', unless 
we can secure legislation at St. Paul 
this winter which will enable the city 
to contract a debt not provided for by 
the charter. 
You are all familiar with 
the relief given by the legislature in 
the matter of the bridge just built by 
the county across the Mississippi at 
the foot of Laurel street, and it seems 
to me that we should have our repre­ 
sentatives in the legislature make an 
effort to secure the passage of a similar 
bdl to cover this case, and impress 
upon the legislature the fact that in 
tins case we are cyclone sufferers and 
perhaps entitled to state aid, in part, 
for the reconstruction of same. 
The 
bill would have to bo general m 
character, that is, it could not be 
limited to our needs alone, but it is 
not thought that this feature will in 
vite opposition by other cities, under 
the peculiar circumstances here in­ 
volved, as stated. 
Our need is a 
pressing one, and a proper presenta­ 
tion of it, such as our representatives 
in the house and senate will be able 
to give, will, 1 am satisfied, result in 
the passage of a bill authorizing the 
issue of certificates of indebtedness, 
limited as to amount, for bridge con­ 
struction. 
To be able to accomplish the above 
I invite your most earnest co-opera­ 
tion. 
I am informed that we are not re 
ceiving effective service from our 
electric light plant, because, among 
other things, the water wheel is not 
so placed as to make it possible for it 
to develop the power of which it is 
capable. 
The trouble, as 1 under 
stand it, is due to the contracted space 
m which the wheel is obliged to 
jperate. 
This results in a waste of 
he power which should bo had from 
■he volume of water passing through 
ihe wheel. 
A proper adjustment of 
dns may involve considerable ex 
pense, how much I am not fully in­ 
formed, but it cannot cost much to 
have the condition of the wheel in­ 
vestigated, and I respectfully suggest 
that the council take up this matter 
with the superintendent of electric 
lights with a view to getting at a*- 
exact an idea 
of 
the needs and 
practical possibilities of the situation 
as may be, inasmuch as this plant is 
about the only resource for revenue 
the city has outside of taxes and 
municipal court collections and li 
censes of every description. 
I would also suggest t h a t an in 
vest igat ion be had t o ascertain w h e t h<*r 
the flush boards now ou Ihe d a m c a n 
be removed without m a t e r i a l l y lessen 
ing the water p o w e r . 
I h e a r o f cer­ 
tain complaints of farmers a n d l a n d 
owners above the dam, and w h i l e I do 
not considerthat the city is r e s p o n s i b l e 
for any overflow beyond the l i m i t s 
covered by the original c o n d e m n a t i o n 
proceedings, I 
d o Ihink t h a t relief 
should be granted these l a n d o w n e r s 
if their rights are invaded, a p o i n t i 
am not able t o determine from t h e 
data in my possession. 
J would f u r t h e r s u g g e s t t h a t t h e 
superintendent g i v e i n f o r m a t i o n c o n 
cernmg the number of lights t h a t w ill 
he rendered available for g e n e r a l u s e 
by consumers after the railroad <•• m 
pany has its plant installed; w h a t dr 
mand there is for such light 
ano 
where they can be placed to tin* best 
advantage, taking into consideration 
the public needs and the cost t o the 
city of extensions for wiring for any 
distance. 
Every mayor is expeeled to an­ 
nounce a policy with reference to the 
management of saloons 
It is my 
idea that to outline in detail any plan 
of action for the future, in adyance of 
the aid which experience must bring, 
is to invite failure and criticism 
A 
practical view of this matter must be 
taken. 
The saloons have rights which 
the law recognises and which vye can­ 
not abridge, Lind the pnbfic is entitled 
to abundant protection. 
With due regards for the rights of 
botfi the dopier and the public, I pro­ 
pose to see to it that the laws arotluly : 
enforced. 
The public 
cannot ex- 
pec1 more, nor can the dealer <*x 
pect less. 
The details of the administration of 
this important branch of my duties 1 
must necessarily be governed by the ! 
facts as I find them.

mys»*!f n discretion which I hope and 
expt'Ct to use for the material interest 
j of our city with a due regard to the 
j rights of all good citizens. 
Measures 
must be framed to meet circumstances 
i ii- they present themselves and no 
hard and fast detailed policy that will 
promise successful enforcement can 
be outlined at this time.

| degree qualifies my emphatic un- 
‘ nouncement that the laws must be 
duly observed, but only means that, 
a* to details, I will use a discretion 
which i* will be my aim to prove wise 
and just. 
It i* my desire to make no changes 
in the personnel and make up of our 
present police force, and respectfully 
ask the concurrence of your honorable 
body in the appointments of same

ny Trollope and Tom Taylor, the gov­ 
ernment offices still bristle with men 
who have done good work in letters. 
The literary vein is especially rifli in 
the Board of Trade. 
Austin Dobson, 
whose service of forty-one years has 
been rewarded by a principal clerkship, 
is well known as the writer of many 
charming verses and biographies. Ed­ 
mund Gosse, who has 
followed 
the 
same literary paths with perhaps equal 
success, has been for twenty-two years 
translator to the board. Cosmo Monk- 
house, who is one year junior to Mr. 
Dobson in the service, has risen to the 
higher post of assistant secretary at 
a salary of £l,loO a year. Mr. Monk- 
house is a clever poet and biographer, 
has tried his hand at romance and 
writes learnedly on art. 
Can it be 
that a natural reaction from dry com­ 
mercial statistics and official figures 
has driven this trio of public servants 
into paths of poetry?
